Soutlieij,—A writer in Uentley's Miscellany 


indulges in some excellent observations on 
Southey's life and productions, from which 
we extract the following just paragraph touch- 
ing the defects of the Lauieate's poetry : 


His imagination was grand and lofty, but 


not voluptuous, lie had an imperfect SCUM. 
of the luxury of beauty—he knew it only in 
abstiact fuims—the reality awakened no en- 
thusiasm, llemc we have so little passion in 
his writings—so little truthful emotion—hence 
they are so Greek and stoical, and so rarely 
touch the heai ts or thrill the sj mpathica of 
hisreadeis. Wide-reaching research in no 
other regions seems to have curried out of the 
way of the fountains of tenderness and de- 
light that flowed close »t hand. We have 
love, and despair, and a hundred other great 
emotions in his poems, but like his lilacs and 
laburnums they are only painted, not felt; 
and he who is not consciou* of the capability 
of the emotion himself can never make itfolt 
by others. This is one of the insuperable 
obstructions to the popularity of his poetry, 
which is univeisal only in its crueition.

Mr. Urbaneck, who requested the meeting most 
earnestly to keep the peace, and obey tbe law? o 
our adopted country. 


The Committee reported the following Reso- 


lution which was unanimously adopted: 


Resolved, That we rooet earnestly disapprove 


of the occurence at the Methodist Church, last 
night, not only aa citiztns of this State, but also 
from the principles of our church, which doea not 
know the resort to arms and disturbances aa a 
defence, but which always takes part for good 
order and peace, to which we are resolved to ad 
here, and therefore diiapprore and condemn all 
disorderly and riotous movements.

From the representations made in the ad-

and disturbance, no one could have more re- 
gretted and deprecated it than they did. And 
now he wished to say that he would request 
tbat the resolutions should be so framed that 
they should not condemn the principles of an 
entire Christian denomination on account of 
tbe riotous and disorderly conduct of a few 
unworthy members. 


In conclusion he read a card which had 


been published by himself and his brethren 
of tbe clergy and laity, strongly disapproving 
of the violence and disturbance of the prece- 
ding evening, and offering to indemnify their 
Methodist brethren for the damage done lo 
their Church. His remaiks were received 
with repeated and hearty cheers. 


The resolution introduced by Mr. G. E. H. 


Day, and adopted, highly approving of ihe 
sentiments of the card of the Catholic clergy 
and laity, and of the remarks of Rev. Mr. 
Ives, fully exonerate the Catholics, as n body, 
from all blame, and places the responsibility 
of the row, where it belongs, upon a few mis- 
guided individuals. We think the clergy and 
leading members of the Catholic Church have 
set their Protestant brethren a good exam- 
ple. 


We trust that the excitement is now over, 


and that tho wrath, which some of our Pro- 
testant brethren have roused against us, for 
speaking the truth, will give place to a more 
Cbrisiian spirit.

Tl»e Orvat Indian Cave. 


1 last week visited a newly discovered cave 


in Crawford county, Indiana. It is ou the 
right bank of Blue river. For magnificence 
and beauty of scenery, it promises, -when ful- 
ly explored, to rival even the Mammoth 
Cave of Kentucky. The Epsom Salt Cave, 
known for nearly half a century, and success- 
fully worked for saltpetre and salts many 
years since, is about 2 miles long, and in some 
E 


laces40 or 50 feet wide, and 75 feet high; 
ut has nothing peculiarly interesting in it 


except a beautiful fluted colum, home 25 feet 
in diameter, 25 or 30 feet high, all of stalactic 
matter. 


Entering this cave under a jutting rock 


near the brow of a lofty hill, and descending 
for about a quarter of a mile, at «n angle of 
30 or 40 degrees, we entered a small door, 
and after stooping rather uncomfortably for 
CO yards, found ourselves in a large open 
cave or bat-room, in which tens of thousands 
of these little animals hung suspended from 
the roc-ks in large clusters, like bees in swarm- 
ing. Farther on, sticks, the size of hop-poles, 
hickory bark, charcoal and barefooted human 
tracks were discovered, which must have re- 
mnined there for a long time, as the door to 
this part of the cave was so blocked up "with 
rocks when first discovered that a man could 
not possibly pass. We soon entered an ave- 
nue 40 feet wide, and varying in height from 
If) to GO feet—the ceiling is smooth and beau- 
tiful, as if finished by the trowel, then sud- 
denly changing, presents the appearance of 
diversified hanging drapery, and of spotless 
white. 
Then again the naked rocks appear. 


At the end of this avenue we found 
our- 


selves at the foot of a rocky pyramid up 
which we climbed some GO feet, and on the 
top of which stand two beautiful stalagmites 
some five feet high, eighteen inches in diam- 
eter, and as white as the pure Indian 
mar- 


ble ; and when viewed by the dim light of 
our candles, presented a strong contrast with 
the grey walls of lime stone rock. 
An ob- 


long canopy, some 40 or 50 feet high, is here 
with beautiful stalactites, suspended from the 
ceiling. 
We now found it necessary to crawl 


upon our faces, <l snake it" for about 20 feet, 
when we came into an avenue wide and high. 
Turning suddenly to the left, we found our- 
selves in the midst of scenery of surpassing 
and exquisite beauty. The entire wall* are 
covered with an incrustation of sulphate of 
lime, crystalizcd so as to glisten like ten thou- 
sand diamonds in the light. 
Some of these 


crystals, a foot in length, an" inch wide, and 
thich as a table knife blade, grew upon this 
base in a thousand diversified forms. Upon 
a projection rose at one side of the avenue, 
great numbers had broken by their weight, 
and were lying in great profusion at the bot- 
tom of the cavo. These formations, like the 
bnse upon which they grew, are sulphate, and 
white as the driven snow. 
Others resembling 


glass form upon the ceiling as well as the floor 
from an inch in diameter to the length and 
size of a common knitting needle, and even 
smaller. 


The incrustation is frequently an inch 


thick, but more generally from an eigth to a 
quarter of an inch thick. Much of it has 
fallen to the floor and is crushed tinder the 
feet of the visitor, and the place it occupied 
on the ceiling is being replaced by new for- 
mations* But I am uttcrally unable to de- 
scribe it. It must be seen to be appreciated, 
or any correct idea be formed of its beauty. 


We visited many rooms with spacious domes 


and stalactites of every imaginable size and 
form, in one apartment the water finds its 
way 
over s large range of projecting 


rocks and the stalactite matter is formed in 
folds and blades like extended honey combs, 
and hangs like drapery around the sides of 
the room. Upon the bottom is formed a great 
number of little pools of every form, elaxat- 
t'd upon the floor like basins or troughs—the 
rim of each being perfectly level inclined in- 
ward, the stone which forms the basin being 
not thicker than a paste board.
